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TIndeer racing plan on track 


SHORT GAP, WY 
Area racing fans, start your engines! 

A Short Gap man is trying to build the first 
indoor auto racing track in the world—a nearly 
3 millon square foot arena near Pittsburgh 
Internationa! Airport—by 2002. 

Ted Brant who lives in Short Gap but owns 
and operates Brant Motorsports Inc. in 
Morgantown, is the driving force behind the 
ambitious praject and said "it will happen." 

In a Tuesday press conference at the airport, 
Brant announced to Allegheny Count, PA., 
officials and local media that plans to build 
the privately funded $300 million arena in 
tindlay Township were well under way. 

"It's a project 20 years in the making," 
Said Brant. "It took that long for the proper 
technology needed to construct such an arena to 
develop." 

Brant said that the gigantic complex would 
essentially end the concellation of racing 
events due ta inclement weather and allow the 
Sport to continue in the Northeast throughout the usually savage winters. 

"The building will also be used to present concerts, shows and exhibitions," 
he said. 

To put the enormous scale of the planned arena into perspective, Brant said 
that about 10 professional football fields could be placed under its roof. 
Walking around the outside circumference of the facility would cover more than 
1.5 miles. The roof alone will encompass 40 acres and extend 145 feet from the 
ground. 

"We have better than 50 percent of the funding in place and I feel confident 
that we can raise the remainder," said Brant. 

Brant Motorsports Inc. is a motor sports marketing firm that grew out of an 
aviation services business. 

"My brother Bob and I have long been race fans. In fact, we're new owners 
of an Indy car which will have the opportunity to qualify for next month's 
Indianapolis 500," Brant said. 

According to Brant, Pittsburgh was the ideal location for him and his brother 
to launch the unique facility. 

"We grew up big. Pittsburgh sports fams an, with the renaissance going on up 
there — building new baseball and football — only stadiums — this project just 
seemed to fit," said Brant, "Once the land was found, we felt comfortable in 
aproaching the Allegheny County Commissioners and explaning our idea." 

County Commissioner Mike Dawida, who has been working with Brant on the 
project for the past several months, said the auto racing arena would be a 
welcome addition to the region's lineup of new professional sports facilities. 

"T am delighted to bring more good news to Allegheny County" said Dawida. 
"This facility will provide an economic boost by creating jobs and attracting 
thousands of fans to the area each year. This is not only good for racing fans, 
but also the entire region." 

The proposed speedway is being designed in a joint effort by Austin Company 
Designers and.Engineers of Cleveland, Ohio, end Robbie/Young & Wright Architect 
Inc. of Toronto, Canada, the designers behind Tronto's Sky Dome. 

The track will consist of a onemile oval and be able to accommodate both 
Stock and Indy-style cars. Huge television monitors will be strategically 
placed throughout the facility to ensure that fans miss none of the action. 

"One of the biggest design hurdles we had to overcome involved eliminating 
noise, fumes and dust," Brant said. "We'll employ state-of-the-art sound- 
proofing and ventilation systems for this purpose." 

Brant said if all goes well, ground breaking for the new raceway could begin 
by early next year, and if the venture is successful, similar areans may be 
constructed in other markets. 

Also on hand for the press conference, racing legend Cale Yarborough called 
Tuesday a great day for racing fans everywhere. 

"The racing world has never seen anything like this," he said.
